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The  BushneU-Sage  Memorial 
Jfe  j    Library  in  its  current  location 
^    at  the  renovated  Sheffield 
Center  School  off  Route  7  in 
the  Center  of  town.  The 
library  was  located  at  the 
Friendly  Union  starting  in 
the  1 870s,  but  soon  outgrew 
the  space  and  moved  to  the 
location  of  the  current  police 
station  in  1923.  It  moved  to 
its  current  location  in  1 997. 


THE  BUSHNELL-SAGE  LIBRARY: 


PAST,  PRESENT,  FUTURE 

Sheffield's  public  library,  located  just 
off  Route  7,  has  been  a  Sheffield 
institution  for  more  than  75  years. 

The  idea  of  a  public  library  for  the 
town  of  Sheffield  was  born  in  1859, 
when  seven  people,  including  the 
Rev.  Orville  Dewey,  noted  Unitarian 
minister,  gathered  at  the  home  of 
Richard  Ensign  and  agreed  to  form 
"The  Sheffield  Library  Association." 
Within  a  year  they  had  14  members. 

Interrupted  by  the  Civil  War,  they 
made  little  progress  until  1871.  At 
that  time  the  Sheffield  Friendly 
Union  was  born,  again  due  to  the 
initiation  of  Rev.  Dewey.  Dedicated 
"to  increase  good  and  kindly  feelings, 
and  promote  intelligence  and  cheer- 
fulness," the  organization  rented 
space  over  Cyrus  French's  Store  (now 
Silk's  Variety),  held  weekly  educa- 
tional meetings  during  the  winter, 
and  began  to  form  a  library.  Mary 
Dewey,  Orville's  daughter,  noted  its 
collection  was  small  but  good, 
"slowly  enlarging,  and  much  used 
and  valued  by  the  members." 

But  it  was  not  a  "free"  library. 
Members  were  required  to  pay  an 
initial  membership  fee  and  after  that 
an  annual  assessment.  A  tax-sup- 
ported library  for  Sheffield  did  not 


become  a  reality  until  1876.  In 
Town  Meeting  that  year,  voters 
approved  an  appropriation  of  $150, 
to  be  raised  from  the  dog  tax,  to 
establish  it. 

But  early  on  the  idea  ran  into 
resistance.  Martha  Greene,  a  Library 
staffer  who  has  written  a  history  of 
the  institution,  records  how  the 
town  twice  denied  it  an  appropria- 
tion. Residents  advanced  three  argu- 
ments: the  town  was  too  poor;  tax- 
ation was  "unrighteous"  for  such  a 
purpose;  and  "the  library  was  too 
much  used — men  and  boys  read 
books  when  they  ought  to  be  at 
work."  Still,  the  idea  of  a  tax- 
supported  public  library  was  not  to 
be  denied.  For  a  time,  the  Sheffield 
Friendly  Union  assumed  guardian- 
ship, and  the  collection  moved  to 
Dewey  Memorial  Hall.  In  1891  the 
voters  changed  course. 

By  1901  the  library  had  grown 
to  such  a  degree  that  it  had  to  be 
moved  again — this  time  to  Town 
Hall.  Then  it  outgrew  Town  Hall, 
and  with  the  assistance  of  two 
generous  gifts,  $10,000  from  Alice 
B.  Sage  in  1920  and  $25,000  from 
the  estate  of  the  Samuel  Hopkins 
Bushnell  in  1923,  it  moved  to  the 


lovely  building  that  now  houses  the 
Police  Station.  (Sage  had  been  an 
early  supporter  of  a  library  for 
Sheffield.  Bushnell,  with  a  long- 
standing interest  in  education,  gave 
his  gift  in  memory  of  his  brother, 
David.)  Finally,  in  1997,  it  relocated 
to  its  present  location,  the  former 
Sheffield  Center  School,  a  striking, 
commodious,  fully  accessible  struc- 
ture close  to  the  center  of  town. 

The  library  today 

Orville  Dewey  and  those  other  early 
library  pioneers  could  not  have 
imagined  the  Bushnell-Sage  Library 
of  2002.  Interestingly,  in  73  years,  it 
has  had  only  three  directors:  Willard 
French,  from  1929-1973;  John 
Campbell,  from  1973-2001;  and 
Nancy  Hahn,  who  began  in  Septem- 
ber 200 1 .  Each  has  made  valuable 
contributions  to  the  library's  vitality. 
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The  Sheffield  Times,  past 

In  its  first  year,  the  Sheffield  Times 
produced  six  regular  issues  and  two 
special  issues  for  town  elections  and 
Sheffield  in  Celebration  which  were 
mailed  to  all  boxes  in  town.  We 
started  as  a  1 2-page  publication  and 
now  average  20-24  pages  an  issue. 
Dozens  of  people  work  to  pro- 
duce each  issue:  editors,  reporters, 
writers;  a  host  of  people  who  do 
notices  and  correspond  with  con- 
tributors, provide  news  items,  do 
data-entry,  research  and  fact  check- 
ing, who  proofread  and  distribute  the 
paper  and  arrange  for  ads  and  all  the 
hundreds  of  little  things  involved  in 
puting  out  a  paper. 
For  each  issue  that  is  roughly: 

•  15+  hours  for  gathering  and  keying 
in  news  and  events. 

•  10+  hours  for  interviews  and 
writing  the  features. 

•  90+  hours  for  editing,  doing  the 


and  future 

layout  and  copy  and  type  proofing. 
•20+  hours  to  sell,  design,  and  lay 
out  the  ads. 

•  15+ hours  for  distributing  the 
paper,  writing  donor  thank  yous,  and 
other  administrative  tasks. 

Most  of  that  work  is  unpaid, 
volunteer  labor  by  people  who  do  it 
because  they  believe  in  a  community 
paper  and  care  about  the  Sheffield 
Times.  The  editors  and  layout  person 
receive  small  honorariums  to  ac- 
knowledge all  the  hours  they  put  in. 

In  terms  of  cost,  regular  issues  run 
between  $1,200  and  $1,500  to 
produce. 

Printing  is  the  single  biggest  cost, 
$650  to  $900  per  issue  depending  on 
size  and  weight.  The  other  $600-700 
is  operating  insurance,  postage,  the 
honorariums,  ads  in  the  Shopper's 
Guide  to  let  people  know  that  the 
new  issue  is  available,  and  supplies

Advertising  helps  defray  some  of 
those  costs.  In  our  first  year,  ads 
brought  in  about  $350  or  $400  per 
issue.  Contributions  have  covered 
the  rest,  so  far,  between  the  generous 
$  1 1 ,000  response  from  the  commu- 
nity to  the  initial  appeal  last  year  and 
$200  or  so  coming  in  each  month  in 
response  to  the  coupon  you  find  on 
the  inside  back  cover  of  each  issue. 

With  ads  and  monthly  donations 
bringing  in  $550  to  $600  per  issue, 
each  has  a  shortfall  of  $650  or  $700. 
To  date,  that  shortfall  has  been  paid 
for  out  of  the  moneys  donated  in  the 
initial  appeal.

The  book  collection  has  grown 
enormously,  both  in  quantity  and 
quality,  but  in  addition  the  library 
also  boasts  significant  video  and 
audio  collections.  Large-print  books 
are  increasingly  popular.  The  inter- 
library  loan  enables  Sheffield  resi- 
dents to  secure  books  from  other 
libraries  in  the  region.  Several 
patrons  are  currently  using  it  to 
pursue  advanced  degrees.  Three 
computers  are  available  to  patrons 
for  e-mail  or  to  access  the  Internet. 

Hours  have  been  expanded.  It  is 
currently  open  five  days  a  week, 
Tuesday  to  Saturday;  from  1  Oam  to 
5pm,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and 
Saturday,  and  from  1  Oam  to  8pm 
Tuesday  and  Friday. 
The  staff,  in  addition  to  Nancy 
Hahn,  numbers  six:  Jack  French, 
Martha  Greene,  Betty  Drabik, 
Nancy  Elliott,  Colleen  Barrett  and 
Elizabeth  C.  Panhorst.  Nine  volun- 
teers assist  the  staff  in  myriad  ways 
on  a  regular  basis:  Inez  Flinn, 
Kathleen  Dennison,  Caitlin 
Hotaling,  Maddy  Ohman, 
Catherine  Hutchison,  Melissa  Joyce, 
John  Wightman,  and  Molly  and 
Jessica  Goodchild.  Many  others 
assist  from  time  to  time. 

Julie  Hannum  is  Chair  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  serving  with 
Susan  Young  and  Betty  LeGeyt.  A 
very  active  Friends  of  the  Library, 
chaired  for  years  by  David  Steindler, 
and  more  recently  by  Patrick  Burns, 
seeks  to  provide  additional  funds  for 
special  projects,  to  help  with  pro- 


grams, to  increase  its  collection  and 
to  provide  volunteer  labor. 

Library  future 

The  highest  priority  for  the 
library  is  good  service,  says  Nancy 
Hahn,  the  current  director.  A  spe- 
cial challenge  currently  is  to  prepare 
the  collection  so  that  it  is  accessible 
to  the  Central  Western  Massachu- 
setts Regional  System  (C/WMARS), 
one  of  the  largest  automated  library 
networks  in  the  state.  Membership 
will  expand  the  capacity  to  place 
requests  for  materials  in  all  formats. 
Delivery  will  be  faster  and  eventually 
Sheffield  patrons  will  have  the 
ability  to  place  requests  from  their 
home  computers.  Membership  will 
also  enhance  reference  and  research 
capabilities.  To  make  this  all  pos- 
sible, however,  new  bar  codes  must 
be  placed  on  the  entire  collection. 

In  addition,  she  is  attending  to 
collection  development,  working 
especially  to  enhance  the  library's 
holdings  in  such  areas  as  the  decora- 
tive arts,  gardening,  the  environment 
and  local  authors,  and  processing 
new  free  material  secured  from  the 
bookmobile  warehouse  in  Pittsfield. 

Problems?  Limited  parking 
spaces,  but  progress  has  been  made 
to  find  20,  Nancy  says.  She  also  has 
concerns  about  recent  cutbacks  in 
state  services — the  bookmobile,  for 
instance,  will  be  visiting  Sheffield 
only  every  eleven  weeks.  It  used  to 
come  every  six  weeks  or  so. 

Nancy  comes  to  Sheffield  from  a 


specialized  background  serving  an 
extensive  military  library  service  in 
Europe.  When  asked  what  she 
found  attractive  about  a  much 
smaller  system,  she  responded 
immediately.  Her  greatest  satisfac- 
tion, she  asserts,  is  being  able  to 
know  library  patrons  by  name  and 
interest  and  serving  them  personally. 
She  and  the  rest  of  the  staff  have 
been  known  to  set  aside  special 
books  for  individual  readers,  for 
instance,  and  hold  them  until  their 
next  visit.  She  also  notes  with  pride 
that  some  of  her  most  regular 
patrons  are  weekenders  who,  during 
the  week,  have  access  to  libraries 
many  times  the  size  of  the  Bushnell- 
Sage  Library.  "They  tell  me  repeat- 
edly they  prefer  to  come  here." 

Orville  Dewey,  writing  in  his 
autobiography,  spoke  of  his  growing 
up  in  Sheffield.  "For  books  to  read, 
the  old  Sheffield  Library  was  my 
main  resource.  It  consisted  of  about 
two  hundred  volumes,  books  of  the 
good  old  fashion,  well  printed,  well 
bound  in  calf,  and  well  thumbed 
too.  What  a  treasure  was  there  for 
me!  I  thought  the  mine  could  never 
be  exhausted.  . . .  most  of  these 
books  I  read,  some  of  them  over  and 
over,  often  by  torchlight,  sitting  on 
the  floor  . . .  and  to  this  library  I  owe 
more  than  to  anything  that  helped 
me  in  my  boyhood."  The  Bushnell- 
Sage  Library,  through  the  efforts  of 
many,  makes  those  same  opportuni- 
ties available  today.

Written  permission  is  required  to  hunt  on  someone  else's 
property  in  Sheffield.  Special  Permits  are  needed  for 
antlerless  deer. 

Partial  Fall  Hunting  Season  Guide 

Pheasant.  10/19-11/30 

Turkey.  10/28-11/2 

Deer  (archery) :  10/14-11/23 

Deer  (primitive  firearms):  12/16-12/31 

Deer  (shotgun):  12/2-12/14 

All  hunting  seasons  except  waterfowl  are  closed 
during  deer  shotgun  season.  Details  and  seasons  for 
other  species  are  listed  in  the  2002  MassWildlife  Abstracts 
available  from  the  Town  Clerk.  The  Abstracts  also  list 
bag  limits  and  rules  specific  to  each  species  and  season 
and  general  hunting  information  and  regulations. 
Sheffield  is  in  deer  Zone  3. 

Hours:  Hunting  hours  are  generally  from  one-half 
hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half  hour  after  sunset.  There 
are  some  exceptions,  which  are  noted  in  the  Abstracts. 
Hunting  is  not  permitted  on  Sundays. 

Safety:  During  deer  shotgun  season,  all  hunters  must 
wear  "a  minimum  of  500  square  inches  of  'hunter 
orange'  on  their  head,  chest  and  back."  Deer  hunters 
must  wear  the  same  during  muzzleloader  season  as  well. 

All  non-hunters  engaged  in  outdoor  recreational 
activities  are  advised  to  follow  the  same  guidelines.  All 
hunting  injuries  must  be  reported  to  state  or  local  police. 

Hunting  is  not  permitted  within  500  feet  of  any 
dwelling  or  building,  except  as  authorized  by  the  owner 
or  occupant,  nor  within  150  feet  of  any  state  or  hard- 
surfaced  highway.  No  firearm  or  arrow  may  be  dis- 
charged on  or  across  such  highways.

hearing  for  a  Community  Block  Planning  Grant  for 
funds  for  the  new  Senior  Center.  Peter  Lafayette  of  the 
Berkshire  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  was  present  to  explain  the  process  and 
answer  questions.  The  grant  can  be  for  as  much  as 
$75,000.  The  steps  to  be  taken  include  the  hiring  of  an 
architect,  the  selection  of  a  site  with  adequate  utilities, 
and  making  a  cost  survey.  Rae  Eastman,  the  Director  of 
the  Senior  Center,  stated  that  the  Center  currently  pays 
rent  of  $6,000  a  year.
